(a) Discussion of Work with SDS and disruption of 
the Board of Trustees Meeting at Stanford University - It was 
mentioned that two members of the Peninsula Red Guard, FRED 
COHEN and DAVID. RANSOM, were involved in this disruption and 
that a Peninsula Red Guard member, name not mentioned, opened 
the door to the Trustee's meeting from the inside to allow 
the disrupters in. \ 


(b) BRUCE FRANKLIN reported that he is meeting with 
an “armed revolutionary collective in San Mateo" which is “more 
far out than the RU." It consists of sixteen members, five 
blacks, three whites, six Latins, and two Orientals. FRANKLIN 
indicated that he thinks highly of this collective, which he 
characterized as left adventurists in their line but who can 
be educated in Marxism-Leninism. | 


(c) It was reported that efforts are being made to 
form a RU group in the San Jose area.. | 


. (a) It was reported that BARRY and MARY, ZOU 
GREENBERG are working with an armed revolutionary collective 

of eighteen individuals from the Peace and Freedom Party. 

- These individuals were characterized as being "almost 
Marxist-Leninist." This group reportedly meets with the 

GREENBERGs weekly. \ 


; (e) JANE FRANKLIN reported that RU member ANNE

(2) The new Prospectus of the RU was passed out 


ae for discussion. This Prospectus was prepared by LEIBEL 


BERGMAN and BOB AVAKIAN and some other people. The Prospectus 
sets out the line and aims of the RU and will be made public 
after the RU has surfaced. There was discussion on the , 
Prospectus and it is to be revised prior to the next area — 
meeting. | 


(3) Surfacing - The greatest part of the. area 
meeting was devoted to a discussion of surfacing. LEIBEL 
BERGMAN argued consistently against the RU surfacing and 
indicated that he would favor a minimum surfacing via publi- 
cations with a few public spokesmen. He indicated that even 
if the RU does surface he, himself, will remain in the back- 
ground. BRUCE FRANKLIN on the other hand and his supporters 
pushed for immediate surfacing in order that the group would 
be made public and would be able to recruit more easily 
among their friends and associates. The main protagonists 
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of the RU. 


in the argument were LEIBEL BERGMAN and BRUCE FRANKLIN. LARRY 
HARRIS of the East Bay local supported BERGMAN although he 
indicated that he believed BERGMAN's arguments were merely 

a delaying tactic. A compromise was reached that no action 
would be taken until the Prospectus had. ‘een revised and a 
paper "In Defense of Marxism-Leninism" is prepared by DAVID 
WELSH and BOB AVAKIAN. The preparation of this. paper and 

the revision of the Prospectus are to be carried out

Toward the close of the meeting, there was a docu- 
ment passed out on underground medicine and deals with the 
treatment of wounds received in revolutionary action. This 
document was presented by ED BERNSTEIN of the Palo Alto 
local who indicated that he is attending Stanford Medical 
School and has only three months to go before receiving his 
M.D. There was no discussion of this medical . document. 


It was indicated that the Executive Committee has 
ordered DAVID WELSH and BOB AVAKIAN to help CHRIS MILTON 
complete his book on Red China. MILTON has not been working 
on his book and BRUCE FRANKLIN feels that this book must and 
should be published. MILTON received a $1,000 check from some 
foundation, has reportedly spent the money and has not worked 
on the book. 


BARRY GOLDBERG was a good chairman and kept control 
of the meeting and on occasion kept both BRUCE FRANKLIN and — 
LEIBEL BERGMAN. in line. The minutes of the meeting were 
maintained by KEN OLITT who was proposed as secretary by 
BOB AVAKIAN. This was a one time job and OLITT is not the 


permanent secretary.

It is understood that JOHN HAYES, who resides at 
2120 McGee, Berkeley, and who is employed as a steel worker 
in Union City, sometime ago furnished DARRELL GROVER with 
four pen-type tear gas guns which had been modified to fire 
a .22 caliber short cartridge. HAYES reportedly obtained 
these weapons from KEN CLOKE, who was associated with a group 
in Los Angeles who manufactures these weapons. HAYES was 
formerly active in PLP Hut has been politically inactive for 
the past several years. HAYES has indicated that there has 
been no further action in connection with these guns as of 
the second week of January, 1969. 


BRUCE FRANKLIN UAW ~ INTERNATIONAL HARVESTER 


On 1/7/69, BRUCE FRANKLIN stated that LEIBEL BERGMAN 
has been in touch with a group in Chicago and has been working 
with this group for some time. Most of the members of this 
group belong to the same union and they are going to be a RU 
group. 


_ FRANKLIN continues to maintain contact with KEITH 


BRUCE FRANKLIN mentioned that the Palo Alto RU is 
low on guns at the present time having turned most of them 
over. FRANKLIN has an accurate sniper rifle and displayed a 
target with an approximately 5" group shot at 100 yards. 

This rifle is complete with scope and cost FRANKLIN over $200. 


FRANKLIN recently attended a meeting of the Modern 
Languages Association in New York City and during January, 
1969, will attend a debate somewhere in Washington €tates D.C 


FRANKLIN also indicated that the Palo Alto local of 
the RU tas converted a couple of M-1 carbines to full auto- 
Matic. In connection with this, FRANKLIN stated that legal 
guns are maintained in homes but that illegal weapons are 
stashed away. However, he did not indicate where these guns 


may be stashed. FOIAtE).(7) - (D) 
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Incidental to this JANE FRANKLIN mentioned that 

they could use a jeep to get, into the place where they E 
practice shooting end~shoyy explosives are also stashed away BRUCE 
BRUCE FRANKLIN has stated that he did not approve 

of the bombings at the College of San Mateo (CSM) and indi- 
‘cated that he does not have much influence at CSM. In 

explaining this, FRANKLIN indicated that the bombers are the 

extreme left wing and have degenerated into mere terrorists, 

thus widening the rift between themselves and BOB HOOVER, 


who, with his reformist group, stand somewhat to the right 
of FRANKLIN's own position. . 


BARRY & MARY LOU GREENBERG 


BARRY and MARY LOU GREENBERG are planning on holding 
political type bull sessions every Friday night at their 
residence. These sessions will be open to anyone who wishes 
to attend. . 


PENINSULA RED GUARD 


The Peninsula Red Guard proceeded the RU in organi- 
zation and operates on a lower Marxist-Leninist level than 
does the RU. Ideally each member of the RU in Palo Alto is 
supposed to control a Red Guard unit. However, this ideal 
situation has not been attained and at present the Red Guard 
units have possibly two to three RU members who report to 
the Palo Alto local of the RU on the Red Guard units and 
their work. Membership in the Red Guard is secret but the 
organization itself is semi-overt.

MIKE MILLER was in Italy for several months in 1966 

' and bought a Ferrari car while in Italy. MILLER maintains 
several hand guns at his residence at 21st and York Streets. 
MIKE MILLER@stated that he is attempting to obtain Conscientious 
Objector status and consequently is being very careful about 
public statements concerning guns.

There was no regular meeting of the Palo Alto Local 
of the RU on 2/5/69. Instead the membership was advised that 
BOB AVAKIAN had organized a demonstration for the night of . 
2/5/69 at the Richmond Oil Refineries. It was noted that 
after the demonstrators had left the Richmond Refineries on 
Monday, 2/3/69, a group referred to as the "Goon Squad" from 
inside the Refineries allegedly attacked the pickets and 
AVAKIAN planned on a demonstration to get even with the "Goon 
Squad."

proceed to the Refineries. About one hundred individuals. 
participated in this demonstration. The RU was represented 
by BARRY GREENBERG, BRUCE FRANKLIN, MIKE VAWTER, and a high 
school boy from GREENBERG's Peace and Freedom Party collective.

The SDS is an 
association of young people on the left and has a current 
program of protesting the draft, promoting a campaign for 
youth to develop a conscientious objector status, denouncing 
United States intervention in the war in Vietnam and to 
"nadically transform" the university community, and provide 
for its complete control by students. GUS HALL, General 
Secretary, Communist Party, USA, when interviewed by a. 
representative of United Press International in San Francisco, 
California, on May 14, 1965, described the SDS as a part of 
the "responsible left" which the Party has "going for us.” 
At the June, 1965, SDS National Convention, an anti-communist 
proviso was removed from the SDS constitution. In the October. 
7, 1966, issue of "New Left Notes," the official publication . 
of SDS, an SDS spokesman stated that there are some communists 
in SDS and they are welcome.

September 16th was the date set for a 
nationwide walkout of chicano youth at 
The National Chicano Youth Conference 
held in Denver last March, That date, in 
the Bay Area, coincided with a wide 
series of demonstrations at the Inter- 
nation Industrialists Conference in San 
Francisco. The target of the Richmond 
demonstrations was Safeway stores, 
which was prominently represented at 
the Conference, which continues to sell 
California grapes and has been hit by 


many boycotts, and rips off everyone. 


In Richmond, several hundred high 
school, junior high, and elementrary 
school strudents walked out. At one 
junior high the administration tried to 
keep students in by locking all the gates, 
By that time, large numbers of students 
were already in the streets, and when 
they got to that junior high,. students 
from inside would run out, and climb 
over the fence to join the ones outside. 
Jailbreak. 

At one school, one girl had gotten left 
behind and didn’t know how to catch up, 
so she called her mother, who came and 
picked her up to drive her to the demon- 
stration, There were many Chicanos 
among the marchers, but also many 


black and white allies. They marched, 


with raised fists down to a local Safe- 


‘way. Seeing few policemen onthe streets 


they rushed into the Safeway, threw all 
the grapes on the floor and stomped all 
over them, The action went off smooth- 
ly and the march continued. 

The march passed another high school, 
gaining strength, and then headed for an- 
other Safeway. When the march was a few 
blocks away from the store, pigs moved 
in and started bustingChicano students. 
Many students were busted on se-called 
truancy raps, Others managed to get 
away, and made it to the Safeway, where 
they found that the manager had locked 
the store. For a time pigs continued 
cruising, busting any brown youth they 
could, including one Chicano who was 


| riding in a car with a city official ob- 


serving the arrests, 
Later, at thé poree™station the pigs

hassled Chicano parents who cametoget | 
their children. That only made the par- ' 
ents more angry. The parents organized ' 
and succeeded in having all the charges | 


dropped, and in getting all students who 
suspended from school back in. 

In organizing the action in Richmond, 
reliance was placed on the masses of 
students. Students, not non-students, 
wrote the leaflets, determined the nature 
of the demonstration. Being familiar with 
other students and the schools, they 
had to take the leading role. Not all 
aspects of the demonstration were per- 
fect, but there would have been no 
action except for the leading role of 
many students, 

And the leading role played by women 
Brown women, at several key points i 
the demonstration pushed ahead ang 
acted as the vanguard. At one scHooil,* 
several hundred students were milling 
around in the schoolyard undecided about 
whether to walk out a gate flanked by 
deans and-teachers taking names, It was 
the women who broke the indecision, who 
walked defiantly through, and the rest 
soon followed. When there was a brief 
argument and tussle at the door of the 
Safeway that was entered, it was the 
women who knocked the manager aside 
and led the rest of the students to the 
grapes, 

The ideathatthis was part of a planned 
nationwide action helped bring the reality 
of a brown liberation movement home to 
many students, By tying in Safeway, the 
boycott, and the meeting of the imperial- 
ists, the enemy was well defined. By 
making Safeway, as a local arm of im- 
perialism, the target, there was support 
from large numbers of black and white 
kids. This unity was a big step in 
schools that last spring were the scene 
of heavy racial fighting. 

Students grasped the situation, and 
began learning how to move in a dis 
ciplined way against the enemy. An 
they’ re on the move. ip
